THE GERMAN PEASANT.

Observations Made by a Yankee 
“in the Fatherland. »*” 


The Peasant’s House and Chattels—So- 
_ @lal Strata in Diminutive Hamlets— 

| A Hand -to-Mouth Existence 

| Borne with Great Bravery. 

The peasants never live in isolated 
houses about their farms, writes Carl 

Bailey Hurst in the New York Mail and 

Express. They come together and form a 
little settlement, sometimes not more than 
a dozen buildings in all. Soit is not infre- 
gbent to a small valley thickly dotted 
with these , or villages, which, if put 
together, would make a smal] town only. 
One of these villages is seen to the best ad- 
vantage at twilight in summer. Every 
body is back from the day’s work in the 
fields, and the place is now as full of life as 
it was deserted at noon. For then only the 
grandmothers and grandfathers, whose 
eyesight is dimmed or their joints rheu- 
matic, stay at home, and tell their young 
descendants the wonderful stories of 
witches and hobgoblins, which they heard 
over similar circumstances from their 

grandfathers and grandmothers years and 
| years ago. 

By dusk the peasants have already eaten 
their supper. The men lie about and smoke 
their long pipes, the women make their 
knitting needles fly while thereis light, and 
the children play the identical game that 
their parents played before them, where 
they join hands in a wide circle, sing and 
act the pantomime of the courtship of a sol- 
dier and a peasant girl. 

As one walks over the rough cobble- 
stones of the narrow street he sees the 
houses, whose tall, peaked roofs are divided 
into stories like a pigeons’ cote, as dirty and 
much more crowded. If you are cour- 
ageous enough to enter and climb the 
steep, rickety stairs, all the combined 
smells of Cologne and Bagdad will greet 
your nostrils. The various floors are owned 
by different people, and even the rooms 
may be bought or sold like a plow or cart. 
Two families usually occupy three rooms, 
using the middle apartment as a general 
kitchen and sitting-room. The poorer peo- 
ple often have omgy one room, where they 
sleep, eat and drag out their entire exist- 
ence. On the bottom floor of the self-same 
house where they dwell are stalled the cows 
and oxen. 

By sunrise the entire population is up 
and out in the fields. Not only does the 
man shoulder a hoe or a scythe, but the 
woman falls in and worksas well Entire 
families, except only the very aged, go out. 
Children a few months old, who have no 
decrepit relatives in the dorf to keep an 

eye upon them until evening, are carried 


of a neighboring tree. 

Boys and girls are obliged to attend 
school until they are seventeen, and if they 
do not, the parentsare fined. In the busiest 
parts of the summer—the season for gath- 
| ering hops, making hay and other stated 
| times—a vacation is given that the children 
_may help in the fields. But, during any cf

| ferrule until the crops arein. The laborers 


| carry out their food for the day with them. 
| Every one has a jug of cider or beer, which 
he drinks in place of water. The peasants 
live almost entirely on grain food and 
cheese. Milk and butter they exchange for 
other mone necessary and less luxurious 
articles. 

A great epoch in every German’s life, 
and especially the German peasant’s, is the 
service in the great standing army. Every 
man who is sound in body and not deformed 
must serve three years. Money or influence 
will not exempta man from this iron law. 
[n case he attends the university he short- 
ens his time to oneyear. It isseldom, how- 
ever, that the peasant lad goes further than 
the school, so that three years are taken 
from the most active period of his life. 

During the winter the peasants are not so 
busy as when planting and gathering their 
crops. When the snow lies thick on the 
tields the men thresh out the grain, and the 
women spin and weave the flax, which they 
grow themselves. Out of the long rolls of 
this heavy gray linen they make clothes and 
articles necessary for domestic use. A 
great part of it, too, they store away for 
their children, who, in their turn, preserve | 
it for theirs, so that quantities are handed 
down from mother to daughter, like the 
usual heirlooms of pewter tankards and 
spinning wheels. 

One of the customs among the peasantry 
which does not confine itself to any special 
season, although in accordance with the 
time-worn law is more prevalent in spring, 
is a wedding. And the preliminary arrange- 
ments are somewhat complicated. Every 
girl is expected to have her dowry, con- 
sisting in any case of an entire household 
equipment, from ‘enormous feather-beds 
to knives and forks. The young woman 
who comes without this supply generally 
feels pretty much ashamed of berself, and 
the husband does not receive her with such 
joy asif she came ladened with a complete 
housekeeping outfit. When a couple have 
decided to travel on through life together, 
the respective parents, in solemn family 
conclave, arrange the details of the young 
lady's portaon. 

Every village has, of course, its social 
strata. There is the aristocracy, which can 
afford the luxury of several rooms and a bit 
more of farming land than the generality of 
the poor class, who are obliged to hire 
themselves out as day laborers. It happens 
occasionally that @ peasant amasses wealth, 
and then he lives on exactly as before, 
working industriously in the fields and

Rates of Insurance. 


It has been said that the slave- 
holders would have kept their 
property for generations if they 
had not been mad enough to insist 
on planting the institution on free 
soil,and so hereafter, perhaps, it 
may be said of the fire insurance 
eompanies of California that they 
might have gone on fleecing the 
public indefinitely if they had not 
swelled their exactions till they 
became past bearing. The San 
Francisco Vallsays: In the past 
ten years the money received by 
the city companies by way of 
premiums is to the money paid out 
for losses as $3 50 to $1; in other 
words the companies have receiv- 
ed $26,326,633 and disbursed $4,- 
789,980. *~Yet, not satistied, with 
this, the Insurance Union an- 
nounces that unless the Supervis- 
ors, in defiance of law, establish a 
paid fire department and inaug- 
urate sundry other improvements 
which they designate rates of in- 
surance will be raised from $2,681,- 
292, which was the gross amount 
paid for fire insurance last year, 
to something like $3,700,000 this 
year. In certain interior cities 
the rates are to be raised a plump 
50 per cent. Here, it seems, an ad- 
ditional tax of 40 per cent is con- 
sidered enough for the present. 

It appears that the jolterheads 
who thus propose to skin the 
property-owners of San Francisco 
do not perceive that they will kill 
the goore which lays golden eggs 
forthem. There is nocity in the 
United States which, owing to the 
absence of summer rains,is more 
exposed to conflagrations than San 
Francisco; yet there is no city in 
which so small a proportion of 
property is covered by; insurance, 
’ nor is there one in which destruc- 
tive fires are less frequent. The 
reason is simple: Insurance rates 
are from twice to three times as 
high as they are in most Eastern 
cities, and the proportion of house- 
holders who, rather than pay ex- 
orbitant premiums, decide to 
underwrite their own property is 
unusually large, and as a conse- 
quence, more care and watcbful- 
ness are exerted to prevent fires 
here than anywhere else. The high 
rates are killing the business of fire 
insurance, and people are discover 
ing that they can get along with- 
out insuring their property heav- 
ily. It is in the face of this 
situation that the union proposes 
to raise its premiums. 

We are bound to infer that the 
union relies upon its alliance with 
Buckley to protect it from the leg- 
islation which its repacity would 
naturally entail. It may be lean- 
ing on a broken reed. The Mu- 
tual Insurance Bill, *which Gov- 
ernor Waterman vetoed last Win- 
ter, is pretty certain to be revived 
when the Legislature next meets, 
and unless all signs fail the Busb- 
street boss will not be as potent 
then as he was afew months ago. 
The country members of the Leg- 
islature have had the union medi- 
* cine pressed to their own lips; 
they will not dare to take their or- 
ders from the insurance lobby, if 
they wanted to. It is becoming 
universally known that the con- 
troversy over insurance is a con- 
test between an insurance trust, 
wich is not satisfied with making 
$5 50 on a expenditure of $1, and 
the people at darge, who want to 
be able to insure their property at 
reasonable rates, under which the 
companies can live and their cus- 
tomers ‘can do business with the 
customary precautions. There is 
nothing new in the situation. Cor- 
porations, banded together by the 
cohesive power of public plunder, 
usually maintain their grip on the 
public throat for a given period by 
corrupting the powers which could 
hold them in check; but there 
comes a time when corruption fails 
to operate, and when Legislatures 
act honestly because they dare not } 
act otherwise. The Insurance 
Union is fulfilling its destiny by 
insuring its own dissolution.

ON IRRIGATION. 


Some Figures and UEstismates 
About Lake Tahoe as a Reser- 
voir. 

Admitting that the surface area of 
Lake Tahoe is 175 square miles, this 
area reduced to cubic feet gives us 
4,879,720,000 cubic feet of water to 
each foot in depth of the lake. Allow- 
ing that a flow of a cubic foot per sec- 
ond is equal to 40 inches, it would take 
a stream of 24,000 inches 94 days to 
lower the lake one foot. Take it fora 
series of ten or twelve years it is prob- 
able that the lake could not be raised 
on an average of more than three feet 
a year. In seasons of heavy snow and 
rainfall it might be raised six or seven 
feet, while in seasons of extra drouth 


like 1863 and 64 or 1870 and 71 it 
could not be raised at all; so three 
feet would be a fair average. To raise 
Tahoe six feet above its present low 
stage would hardly raise it above high 
water mark, so the damage to inter- 
ests on the lake shore would be very 
light. In seasons of heavy snow and 
rainfall the surplus could be carried 
over, so there would always be an 
available supply of a body of water 
at least two feet in depth for each 
irrigating season. This, with what 
water would naturally flow from other 
sources into the Truckee river, would 
supply all the ditches that are now 
taking water from the river, and would 
supply other ditches to be taken out 
hereafter with at least 10,000 inches 
more. A dam six feet high could be 
constructed at the outlet of the lake 
that would be absolutely safe. In 
view of the Johnstown and New Jersey 
disasters from broken reservoirs, we 
don’t want any dams 100 feet high on 
the river if it can be avoided. As re- 
gards the present management and 
supposed ownership of the outlet of 
Lake Tahoe, it might be in order for 
some expounder or some expander of 
the law to give his views on the sub- 
ject, but in the absence of an opinion 
irom any of the legai luminaries, it 
looks as if the County Commissioners 
of Washoe county havé as good a right 
to give a company of this county a 
charter to construct a dawn and control 
the flow of water fram Tahoe as had 
the Legislatafe of California. Tahoe 
being a navigable body of water lying 
in two States is an indication that the 
General Government could exercise 
more control over it than could the 
Legislature of either State. Our illus- 
trious Senators, who formed the coin- 
mission to investigate and report on 
irrigation, will probably be able to 
make their report at the next session 
of Congress and there will doubtless 
be some legislation that will settle the 
question whether Lake Tahoe can be 
used as a storage reservoir for irriga- 
tion. In the meantime it might be 
well enough to wait for developinents.

There is in Itaiy a fountain over which is 
the statue of a beggar drinking at a spring.
